To “stuff the omelet—make a 
plain omelet with the foundation 
mixture and have rendy a small 
quantity of cooked mushrooms, ham, 
kidney, or fish, &e., which should be 
finely divided ond made hot in a 
little butter, 

When the omelet is ready, place 
the hot filling in the centre. fold 
over and serve at once, 


Sweet and Souffle Omelets 


Sweet omelct Is made with the 
sime foundation mixture as the 
plain variety plus two teaspoonfuls 
of sugar, Serve sprinkled with su- 
gar or place hot fam or hot fruit 
puree in the centre, 

One tablespoonful of rum can be 
added in place of the milk (before 
cooking) to give a distinctive fla- 
vour if liked. 

To make souffle omlet allow ‘wo 
yolks and three. whites of egg, one 
or two teaspoonfuls of sugar. half 
an ounce of butter Separate the 
whites and yolks, add the sugar’ to 
the yolks and beat well, 

Whisk up the whites and add to 
the yolks just before cooking, Melt 
the butter in the omelet pan, pour 
in the mixture, and cook until !ight- 
ly set, 

Cook the upper side under the 
grill; or in the oven, “Turn on to a 
supared paper, place warm jam or 
fruit puree in the centre, fold over, 
and serve at once, 


How to Get Good Results 


Here are a few hints which, if 
borne In mind, will make all the 
difference in the world to the success 
of your omelets, 

The omelet pan should never be 
used for any other purpose, and 
should be kept perfectly clean by 
wiping: with a soft paper immedlute- 
ly after use. : ‘ 

When the eggs are used whole 
(yolk and white not separated) they 
should only be beaten cnough to 
biend them, and should not be made 
too fluffy by unnecessary whisking. 

When the white and the yolk of 
the eg are to be added separately, 
the white should be made as light as 
possible by thorough whisking ‘and 
should only be added to the yolk 
just before cooking. - 


The addition of a Uttle milk or 
cream to the mixture increases the 
bulk and makes a lighter und mols- 
ter omelet. It also makes folding 
easier. 


The butter for cooking the omelet 
must not be too hot when the mix- 
ture fs poured into the pan. 

The actual cooking should be done 
rather quickly—slow cooking har- 
dens and toughens the eggs. 

Lastly, omelets should be served 
as soon as they are cooked, other- 
wise they Jose thelr essential Hght-

HE price | is much 
higher now as a result 
of the watch kept by certain 
Governments on the movements 
of their citizens. But time has 
alyo helped © the smugglers to 
build up organisations that now 
set to work scientifically. The 
whole operation, from the fore- 
ing of the necessary passports, 
the. night dashes across lonely 
frontiers and the elearing houses 
set up in other countries, is done 
with a skill and’ slickness that 
must earn admiration. 

No frontier in Murope is 
immune. If bribes are needed, 
the money is soon forthcoming. 
If aeroplanes have to be hired, 
the machines are soon provided. 
It is no longer a case of in- 
genious concealment, but of 
high-class organisation to trans- 
fer each item of human cargo 
from one country to another 
with the greatest possible speed 
and the niinimum risk of detec- 
tion. 

The money smuggler works 
differently.

This 
was done on a large scale in 
Germany, until the Gestapo saw 
through the scheme and arrest- 
ed several very wealthy Ger 
mans who were caught in the 
act. 
— But that reverse only spurred 
the smugglers to greater efforts, 
and huge sums of money, in the 
shape of precious stones, passed 
out of several countrics, Ger- 
many included, safely concealed 
in flowing Continental beards. 
And when that ruse was detect- 
ed smugglers promptly opened 
several book-binding works, and 
concealed large sums, in bank- 
notes, in book covers. ~

ANOTHER man used 
one of the largest 
German newspapers to help him 
in getting a fortune out of the 
country. He inserted an adver- 
tisement for a clerk in the paper, 
and then laboriously addressed 
more than one hundred replies to 
hig own advertisement, each 
letter containing a large sum of 
money in notes. This done, he 
promptly left for another coun- 
try. 
When he arrived at his new 
headquarters, he wrote ‘to the 
newspaper and explained that 
he was engaged on a business

UT for sheer brilliance 
few schemes can equal 

that of a professional smuggler 
who yot immense sums out 0 
several Kuropean countries be-+ 
fore the dodge was discovered. 

This man appeared one day at 
a frontier station, limping along 
with the aid of 2a erutch. He 
told the officials that he had a 
bad wound in his leg, and was 
going to have it attended by a 
famous specialist in another 
capital. His belongings were 
searched, but nothing was 
found and he was allowed to 
pass, to the accompaniment of 
expressions ‘of sympathy. 

Tt was only.after he had made 
a dozen trips through the fron- 
ticr that, the officials began to 
gel suspicious, and they actual- 
ly examined the leg, touching 
the wounded spot to see. if it 
was genuine. All they could see 
was a long, ugly sear, and when 
they ‘touched it the victim Ict off 
a.shrick as if demented with 
pain.

Unemployment {a bad enough, 
and people cannot possibly remain 
healthy for more than a few months 
cither on Standard Benefit or on Un- 
employment | Assistance, And the 
horrible part of it fs‘that, in spite of 
this, the Income of the uncmployed 
man with a wife and several children 
fx nearly twice that of the miner 
working four days a week, and more 
than twice that of the collier work- 
ing three days a week spread-over, 
50 that he docs not have three con- 


secutlye days of unemployment.

And It is not only miners’ familles 
who suffer in this way. There are 
innumerable workers In other trades 
who are In exactly the same posi- 
tion. What is more, it Is not only 
the man on short time for whom 
working means starving. In some 
industries, particularly In the tex- 
tiles, there are. fathers .of famllies 
who ore forced to do Juveniles’ work 
for as little as 22s, 6d, for n forty- 
elght hour week. 

Nor must It be forgotten that for 
all those who ere registered as work- 
ing——that {s, people who are not un- 
employed for three consecutive days 
in any one week—the law docs not 
allow relief of any kind,

- But thése are only’ the 
amateurs. The professional 
wouldn't think of anything so- 
crude. He takes a pride in his 
job, and, judging by the many 
tricks that have 
he has something to be proud of 
—his ingenuity. j

reduce the whole family to virtual 
starvation, and naturally they do 
not want that sort of employment.

EDRICH BATS WELL 

Edrich, apparently quite recovered 
from the biow on the head which 
shook bim so badly on Wednesday, 
played extremely well for his 78 


runs, and seems to have decided that 
hia liking for the hook must be 
novercly disclplined. 

It was a considerable 
for the Gentlemen, to di 
strony, a Players batting 
for $70 runs, ond Stephenson and 
Meyer supported the heavy artillery 
of Farnes with lively steadiness.

Ido not cluim a place among that 
select band, But I do claim to write 
what Io mean clearly, succinctly, 
understandably, and dramatically,

The terrorist also revealed that the 
head of the society was a notorious 
ex-convict named | Zang Yohetsing.

So far, Japan + has spent about 
2,700,000,000 yen on the «war; ten 
times ns such us on the 1804-95 war 
and exceeding by 700,000,000 yen the 
entire cost of the war with Russia, 

“Even taking into consideration the 
fact that Japan still has 5,000,000,000 

, yen of its war appropriations intact, 
between 1931 and 1934 the exchange 
value of the yen decreased by. two- 
thirds, wholeante prices In ‘Japan 
are to-day at. least twice as high ns 
before the outbreak of war, and 
Japan has never been confronted by 
such w huge Mnancial task as is now 
before her, 

“The sum of 7,400,000,000 yen, 
which the war fs provisionully 
estimated to cost, amounts to con- 
sidernbly more than one-third of the 
total national income which, In 1937, 
was 200,000,000,000 yen, aecording to 
the most optimistic calculations.” 


Huge Sum Necded 


The Frankfurter-Zeltung adds 
that even if the war budget should 
not exceed the estimate of 7,400,000,- 
000 yen, a balance of 4,700,000,000 
yen will have to pe raised before 
next March. eae 

On the other hand, the capital re- 
quired for the Industrial development 
of Japan Is estimated by the Bank of 
Japan at 2,000,000,000 yen for tho 
present year alone. 

The newspaper states that, In view 
of these sums, it is evident that the 
mere control of prices and of the 
capital market will not suffice to 
prevent inftation of the yen. 

Hence the Japanese Government 
hos had to create a national savings 
fund, into which it hopes to divert 
8,000,000,000 yen from current ni- 
tional revenue within the next 
twelve months. 

“To achieve this aim, ‘savings’ are 
already being compulsorily deducted 
from the errmings of every Japanese 
eltizen,” the paper  asserts.—Trans- 
Ocean,

It is understood that Dr. Emil 
Franke, Minister of Finance, Dr. 
Ivan Derer, Minister of Justice and 
Father Jan Sramek, leader of the 
Catholic Party, were not present at 
the meeting by pre-arrangement, but 
their absence Is significant in view of 
the fact that they have so far led the 
opposition: in the Cabinct. 

The Sudetens declare, firstly, that 
the Government proposals are In- 
idequate; secondly, they object to the 
presence of members, of the Parlla- 
mentary Committee at the meetings 
between themselves and the Govern- 
ment. 

Herr Kundt, nt— this afternoon's 
meeting, reviewed the Government 
proposals at some length, and repeat- 
ed the view expressed in the German 
memorandum that the Czech Gov- 
ernment conception was that the 
State was the Czech National State 
whereas, according to the German 
conception, it should be a State of 
Nationalities, all with equal rights. 

Herr Kundt paid a tribute to the 
concillatory spirit shown — by the 
Czech Premier, Dr. Hodza, but 
claimed that the Government's pro- 
posals did not meet the wishes and 
claims advanced by Herr Henlein In 
his Karlsbad speech. 

Herr Kundt stressed the import- 
ance of first reaching an agreement 
on the question of principles, after 
which, he said, the details would 
resolve themselves, although . the 
result of negotintions had so far 
shown that a big gulf still existed. 

Vierr Kundt expressed the hope 
that there would be an attempt to 
display a little goodwill towards the 
Sudetens In o public and convincing 
manner, At tho same time, he 
warned the Government that the 
patlenco of tho Sudeten population 
Was not as great os that of their

—which has assumed alarming pro- 

rtions and has aroused widespread 
indignation both here and In other 
countries—by bringing to bear on 
such cases the reprobntion of the 
public opinion of the civillsed world.

The District Attorney asserted that 
Schultz took over the racket by the 
use of gunmen, beatings, murder and, 
after the organisation of the racket, 
had maintained it with political pro~ 
tection. 

Srhultz- harvested over U.S.$45,000 
per day in 1933, or a total of about 
$20,000,000 a year. Hines received 
$500 a weele in cash, declared the 
District attorney. . 

Mr. Stryker, the defence lawyer in 
what promises to be New York's most 
sensational case, chayacterised Mr. 
Dewey's accusations 15 “diabolical 
falsehoods.” : 

“The whole case is saturated with 
the rankest perjury ever presented to 
a jury in New York County,” he de- 
elared. 

“This. flth docs not qualify as legal 
evidence."—Reuter. 


Sensational Charges 


: New York, Aug. 18. 

In a crowded court-room to-day 
ruddy-fnced James J. Hines stared 
hard at the District Attorney, Mr, 
Thomas E. Dewey, as he heard him- 
self culled “a crook’. 

Mr. Dewey told the jury that he 
hoped to send Hines to prison for 
27 years as the pollticul “fixer” for 
“Dutch” Schultz’s $100,000,000 policy 
rucket, «vhich exploited Manhattan’s 
poorer classes for years. 

The District Attorney charged thit 
the sweep-stake numbers were 
juggled so that only inside sup- 
porters of Schultz's gang won the 
larger prizes. . 

The District Attorney charged that 
in connection with his “duties” as a 
supporter of the pang, Hines 
manocuvred the 1933 election of Mr.

“Tammany” organisation, practically 
controlled New York municipal and 
state elections and “Dodge was a

RESPONSIBILITY ° 
FOR. REFUGEES 


The problem which the Evian 
Conference sought to solve is 
one of very considerable diflicul- 
ty. It was, in short, to discover 
how best to deal with the many 
thousands of German and Aus- 
trian refugees who are ‘being 
driven into other countries by 
the ruthless “purification” of 
the Nazi regime. Some of these 
fugitives are suffering on ac- 
count of. their pacifist or so- 
cialist opinions, but by far the 
greatest number are persecuted 
simply because they are Jews. 
Britain and the people of the 
ULS.A. and of the democratic 
States of .Europe are under- 
taking the responsibility of their 
absorption partly in a spirit of 
pity ‘and partly; no doubt, as a 
police-measure to prevent dis- 
orders which are likely to arise 
from the presence within their 
borders of large numbers of 
aliens, work!ss, and very often 
destitute and stateless. But 
some of the more far-secing 
among their workers realise that 
whatever immediate — burden 
may be cast upon them to help 
these strangers in their dis- 
tress, there is in the refugees a 
potential asset. The case of the 
French Hugucnots may come to 
mind. That, however, is ancient 
history, ' Far more recently it 
will be remembered how Dr. 
Nansen, working as League of 
Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees, settled hundreds of 


thousands of fugitives in 
Greeee, where their industry 


[and enterprise has made them 


& power for. good in their 
adopted country, 

The work of the Evian Con- 
ference is the better for the fact 
that its organisers kept in mind 
not merely their immedicte 
charitable duty but a. con- 
sciousness’ of the valuable 
human-’ materia} 
they were dealing. Yet the im- 
mediate burden is an important 
factor’ in the problem. Two 
comments are necessary. So 
far, voluntary societios havo 
raised such funds as they could. 
In future very large sums will 
bo needed, for training, for 
emigration, for preliminary 
settlement schomes. These may 
tun to .millions—perhaps even 
as much as.a battleship costs! 
It is quite clear such sums are 
beyond the. means of the most 
gencrous voluntary’ subscribars, 
The : work:

HE world has seen a 
good many changes 
in the last 20 years, 
changes affecting every 
sphere of human activity.

Rigid refugee and currency 
laws brought the modern smug- 
gler into existence, and until 
these laws are. rescinded men 
and women will continue to take

appalling risks for the sake of 
the big rewards involved. 

Events on the Continent over 
the past 10 yeurs have given 
the world many shocks, but 
each event, as it occurred, struck 
a chill of terror into the hearts 
of those likely to be singled out 
as victims of a purge. Those 
who could afford it -wasted no 
time. .They got into touch with 
the smuggling gangs that were 
springing up, and, with their 
lives at stake, did: not haggle at 
the price asked for safe conduct 
to fréedom. 


HE price is much 
higher now as a result 
of the watch kept by certain 
Governments on the movements 
of their citizens, But time. has 
also helped the smugglers . to 
build up organisations that now 
set to work scientifically. The 
whole operation, from the forg- 
ing of the necessary passports, 
the night dashes across lonely 
frontters and the clearing houses 
set up in other countries, is done 
with a skill and slickness that 
must earn admiration. 

No frontier in Europe is 
immune. If bribes are needed, 
the money is soon forthcoming. 
If aeroplanes have to be hired, 
the machines are soon provided. 
It ig no longer a case of in- 
genious. .concealment,. but... of 
high-class organisation to trans- 
fer each item of human cargo 
from one country to another 
with the greatest possible speed 
and the minimum risk_of detec- 
tion. g . 

The money smuggler works 
differently. He does not take 
the risk of rushing. across fron- 


tiers, but prefers to use his in- 
genuity in getting money out of 
those countries where the smug- 
gling of currency can, in very 
bad cases, result in a sentence of 
death, 

One of the earliest devices 
was to purchase large quanti- 
ties of valuable stamps, take 
them out of the country, and 
realise their value abroad. This 
was done on uo large scale in 
Germany, until the Gestapo saw 
through the’ scheme and arrest- 
ed several very wealthy Ger- 
mans who were caught in the 
act. y 

But that reverse only spurred 
the smugglers to greater efforts, 
and huge sums of money, in the 
shape of precious stones, passed 
out of several countries, Ger- 
many included, safely concealed 
in flowing. Continental beards. 
And when that ruse was detect- 
ed smugglers promptly opened 
several book-binding works, and 
concealed large sums, in bank- 
notes, in book covers. 

NOTHER man_ used 

one .of the largest 
German newspapers to help him 
in getting a fortune out of the 
country. He inserted an adver- 
tisement for a clerk in the paper, 
and then laboriously addressed 
more than onc hundred replies to 
his...own .. advertisement,.. each 
letter containing a large sum of 
money in notes. This done, he 
promptly left for another coun- 
try. 

When he arrived at his new 
headquarters, he wrote to the 
newspaper and explained ©. that 
he was engaged on a business 
matter which prevented his re- 


turn. He asked if the replies 
to his advertisement could be 
sent on. The newspaper people 
were obliging and, because the 
paper had high official status, 
their, letter to him sailed 
through the post’ without any 
questions being asked. He has 
stayed out of Germany ever 
sincel | 


a 


But for sheer brilliance 
~ few schemes can equal 
that of a professional smuggler 
who got immense gums out of 
several European countries be- 
fore the dodge was discovered. 

This man appeared one day at 
a frontier station, limping along 
with the aid of .a crutch. He 
told the officials that he had a 
bad wound’ in his leg, and was 
going to have it attended by a 
fumous apecialist in another 
capital. His belongings | were 
searched, but nothing was 
found and he was.. allowed to 
pass, to the accompaniment of 
expressions of sympathy. 

It was only after he had made 
an dozen trips through the fron- 
tier that the officials began to 
get suspicious, and they actual- 
ly examined the leg, touching 
the wounded spot to sce if it 
was genuine. All they could see 
was a long, ugly scar, and when 
they touched it the victim let off 
a. shrick. as -if--demented .. with. 
pain. 

He made three more trips in 
complete safety and was seen no 
more. Too late did the officials 


learn how they had been hood-_ 


winked. The wound was a 
genuine wound, but was not the 
result of an accident. A sur- 
geon had opened the leg, insert- 


ed an oilskin pouch containing” 
notes of the largest denomina- 
tions, and had then stitched the 
wound up again. Once across. 
the fronticr, the smuggler called 
on another doctor, was put under 
n mild anaesthetic, the pouch. 
was extracted, and the wound 
sewn up once more. The smug- 
gler is now living in comfortable 
and hard-carned retirement. 

Even chickens have been 
pressed into service. One man 
arrested on’ the  Italian-Swiss 


‘frontier was trying to take a 


number of chickens out of Italy,. 
but something went wrong with 
his plang, and the birds’ gullets 
were each ‘found to contain ‘a 
valuable share certificate, the 
total amount involved being 
more than 40,000 lire.

(THE. battle between au- 
thorities and Customs 

goes on unabated, and as soon 
‘ag one exit has been closed an- 
other : is opened. But unfor- 
tunately the results touch coun- 
tries that have nothing to do 
with the laws that cause the 
smuggling. Scarcely oa week 
passes without some German be- 
ing held up at a British port, 
and charged with attempting to 
smuggle valuablés such as 
cameras and optical Janses into 
the country.

Where Work Means Starvation 


TPPTERE js a general belief that if 
people are working they must 
be comparatively well off. Un- 
fortunately, this is far from being 
the case. 

. The unemployed are admiltedly 
maintained at the bare subsistence 
level, but, in many cases, especially 
where there are several children, the 
fomlly income when the father is in 


on national and 
Nnes—and must - be brought, 
therefore, into the. scheme 
which is almost certain to be 
adopted at the next Assembly 
of the.

Ployed. This entails endless hard- 
ships, since, unless a mun {3s unem- 
ployed for three consecutive days in 
any one week, he can get no help of 
any kind for the days he {fs not 
working, 


. Miners’ conditions afford a glaring 
example of the sufferlng caused by 
under-employment and ‘low wages. 

In practically all colliery districts 
the average wage earned by an adult 
miner, after the usual deductions 
hove been made, is about ‘two 
guineas for a full week's work. This 
is lHttle enough, In all conscience, on 
which to keep a wlfo and ‘children. 
Often, however, a man gets not six 
but four days’. work a week. for 
months or even years on end, 

_’ Four days’ work means an income 
of 265. a week, ‘aince the deductions 
for ‘insurance, .welfare, ete, are the 
same whatever his carnings may be. 

Recently I went to see a family 
in the Rhondda where the father 
was carning 208.. a week. The 
family, which Included seven child- 
ten under fourteen, hs well as the 
Yother and mother, had to. Iiva.en- 
tIrely on this Income. The man had 
been unemployed for years till 
ten months ago, Since then, he ‘has 
been working four days every week, 
apart from an occasional red-letter 
week, during which he has worked 
for three consecutive days only, and 
so has been able to draw Unemploy- 
ment Bonet for the other three 
days. 

In those weeks the family income 
was £2 Sx, Instead of 203—thot Is,

“c ‘days’ work leas. deductl 
and 24x, Unechployment Benet for 


the whole family for the other three 
days. 
As the man said: 


“Just working 
means starving!" ; 


The health of hundreds of ‘thou-~ 
sunds of familitles fs belng 
deliberately destroyed by the miser- 
able pittance that the breadwinner 
is paid. 

Unemployment 1s bad enough, 
and people cannot possibly remain 
healthy for more than a few months 
elther on Standard Benefit or on Un- 
employment Assistance. And the 
horrible part of it is that, in spite of 
this, the Income of the unemployed 
aman with o wife and several children 
ls nearly twice that of the miner 
working four days a week, and more 
than twice that of the colller work- 
ing three days o weele spread-over, 
So: that he'‘does nat havo three con- 
secutive days of unemployment.
